Immunization will be given to preschool children against 
diphtheria, whooping cough and small pox. Schick and tuber- 


culin tests will also be given. 


Many valuable services are included for mothers and 
children at the Well Baby Center, which is a unit of the Pub- 
lic Health Service of San Francisco under the direction of 
Dr. J. C. Geiger and Mrs. Ernestine Consigny, Director of 


Field Nursing. Mrs. Viola Randall 
former supervising nurse at Ale- 
many Center, is in charge of the 
Fiunter’s Point Well Baby Centers, 
the first of which was established 
2 Middle Point. 

Dr.. Marguerite Richards, 
known child specialist, will be in 
attendance at the Candlestick Cen- 
ter every Tuesday afternoon from 
1:00 to 3:30 P.M. She will be assist- 
ed by Mrs, Helen Wilson, nurse for 
the Candlestick area, who is. al- 
ready known among some of the 
residents for her home visits.

In’ addition to immunization, ser- 
vices at the Well Baby Center in- 
clude advice to mothers on habit 
training of infants and preschool 
children, periodical examinations, 
and the noting of physical defects, 
with advice for treatment. Prenatal 
consultation on general hygiene, 
diet, bathing and feeding of infants 
will also be given. Guidance on hos- 
pital and physician service is in- 
cluded in the service. 


Such information as the securing 
and preparation of layettes, and 
useful hints on making nursery 
equipment at home will be included. 


As a preventive measure against 
communicable disease and for the 
health protection of Candlestick 
children, mothers are asked to 
register children at the center im- 
mediately and call for periodic 
examinations. The Well Baby Cen- 
ter will be especially convenient 
and close at hand for mothers need- 
ing prenatal consultation and care.

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400 Navy Workers 
Here in ‘One Week 


In one week four hundred re- 
eruits arrived recently at Navy 
Point. dormitories, to take their 
place alongside workers at the 
Yard. They streamed in at the 
rate of forty to seventy-five at a 


‘time. Just as quickly rooms were 


opened, beds made up, water and 
lights turned on. 

For the purpose of immediately 
accommodating large groups of re- 
cruits, the dormitories retain a 
maintenance staff of 120 janitors 
and maids: Their duties consist of 
keeping dormitory buildings spick 
and span and preparing rooms for 
newcomers at a moment’s notice. 
The Navy says, “we’re sending you 
400 more reeruits”, and 400 beds are 
made ready.

The nation-wide recruiting pro- 
gram will be speeded up within the 
next month because of the avail- 
ability of housing for in-migrant 
labor. 

Authorization has been received 
and construction has already start- 
ed on one thousand family units, 
and one thousand dormitory units. 
One thousand trailers have been 
received by the Naval Drydocks 
and will house in-migrant families 
in the very near future. 

In addition to the new units, the 
remainder of the homes in the 
Ridge Point Housing Project are 
nearing completion and will be 
ready for occupancy within the 
next few weeks.

Smith attended. John B, Taylor, 
who will be Scout Master for the 
new Boy Scout troop at South Gate, 
also was present. Other guests in- 
cluded Boyd Simmons of Ridge 
Point, who is a lay officer for the 
Boy Scouts of America, and Pandy 
L. Stroud, of New Yiork. Mr. Stroud 
is interested in organizing Boy 
Scout groups in the U. S. Army. 

Following the luncheon, the meet- 
ing wa's extended to the South Gate 
recreation hall for the evening. 
Twenty-seven people were. present 
to hear Dr. Harris speak, including 
a number of former Boy Scouts 
now living at South Gate dormitor- 
ies, and boys interested in joining 
the new group which is being or- 
ganized. 

Leadership Necessary Says Director 

Dr. Harris, who is one of the out- 
standing leaders in his field and 
the organizer of Boy Scout units in 
North Carolina, Texas and Louis- 
iana, spoke of the splendid progress 
being made by the organization, He 
pointed out that Boy Scout groups 
exemplified the true spirit of dem- 
ocracy, which the nation was seek- 
ing to express. 

Boy Scout organizations promote 
true democarcy because they per- 
mit the participation of all races, 
giving the youth of the nation an 
opportunity to take a vital active 
part in things, said Dr. Harris. 

He also pointed out that without 
good leadership, there could be no 
democracy. “People cannot accomp- 
lish anything without leadership,” 
he said. 

The late Robert R. Moton, father 
of recreation leader Charlotte Mo- 
ton, and the Rev. Ira L. Jones, 
Bishop of the Methodist church, 
were mentioned by Dr. Harris as 
outstanding leaders in the cause 
of inter-racial activities. Reverend 
Griggsby was also praised for his 
work in the field as one of the 
important leaders today. 

Dr. Harris and other Boy Scout 
officials are interested in the form- 
ation of Boy Scout groups from 
among fraternities, labor organiza- 
tions, in Army camps and other out- 
side organizations. At present the 
formation of Boy Scout Troops 
have emanated chiefly from the 
church. The national direetor dis- 
cussed the need for enlarging the 
scope and sponsorship of the Boy 

' Scouts of America. 

The subject of “Citizenship” was 
covered by Dr. Harris at another 
meeting and lecture held at the 
Booker T. Washington Center, Mon- 
day, April 17th, which had a large 
attendance of Hunter’s Point resi-

| Malicious Mischief Creates Problem | MEET YOUR DOCTOR |Seek Talent For 


(EDITORIAL) 


Recent depredations, especially by youngsters, have be- 
come so rampant and serious, that attention. needs to. be 
called to this malicious mischief. 

_ ‘To begin with, all property at Hunter’s Point belongs to 
the United States Government, and any destruction or theft 
of property or equipment, has the effect of hindering our war 
effort and helping Hitler. This means that such destruction 
and thefts come under the scrutiny of the F.B.I., which is 
not a healthy thing to contemplate. if 


to property and equipment as a result of such mischief. 
Whether the malefactors considered this a smart prank or 
whether it was done with intention to hamper the activities 
of management in behalf of the children using the kinder- 
garten and nursery school, is beside the point. The fact is, 
that it not only disrupts the program of child care and play, 
but is costing the taxpayers just that much more money. 

Perhaps one of the most destructive acts by children 
has been the punching of holes in walls of the apartments. 
This has been particularly true at Middle Point. Because of 
the scarcity of critical materials, these buildings are admit- 
tedly constructed of more or less flimsy materials so that 
punching or kicking holes in the partitions is easily done. 

Nevertheless, the result is an unnecessary expense to 
the management in sending plasterers and painters to patch 
up walls. In one week, there were more than a hundred 
such holes to be patchdd. Workmen are difficult to get and 
their time on the project should be given to new and con- 
structive work rather than repairs. 

Tampering with fire boxes and fire equipment also has 
become a serious problem. Shovels and ladders have been 
removed which could easily mean that a fire in your own 
homes could get beyond control. The management and the 
San Francisco Fire Department are doing everything in their 
power to prevent any tragic fires such as snuffed out the 
lives of workers at the Richmond housing projects. This 
shortage of fire fighting equipment might mean the loss of 
life. % 

Another matter, less serious perhaps, but none the less 
annoying, is that of trampling on the newly-seeded lawns. 
Most tenants like to live in well-kept surroundings, but a few 
thoughtless children can easily undo the painstaking efforts 
of management and tenant by trampling on the lawns. 

These are matters for parents to caution their children 
about, and to explain the importance of everyone doing his 
bit to help his country and at the same time, keep Hunter’s 
Point a fine community in which to live. 


Residents Bring Homelike

It is encouraging to see the many 
real homes which have been created 
from the apartments at Hunter's 


during this emergency. The houses 
are not made of the strongest ma- 
terials and will not stand abuse of 
any kind. To those who have been

rug, or a soft lamp can make the 
difference: between a house and a 
home, a place that the man of the 
family looks forward to returning 
to after long hours work at the 
Navy Yard. |

“A large percentage of the people 
have really made an effort to take 
care of their apartements,” he said. 
“They realize that it is government 
property, built for the purpose of 
temporarily housing war workers 


helping us by taking care of their 
temporary war homes, we the man- 
agement, are deeply grateful.” 

Parents can be of great help to 
the management, and contribute to 
the war effort by watching that 
children do not carélessly abuse the 
buildings and the grounds. Children 
do not viciously destroy property, 
but often unthinkingly cause dam- 
age to buildings by their small 
hands. Vigilance on the part of 
parents and early training of the 
child in doing constructive things 
with their hands instead of destruc- 
tive acts, will earn the gratitude of 
the management and housing auth- 
orities,

~ HOME OF FAMOUS SCULPTOR 


War Stops Remodeling of 


Historic Structure, Once a 


Brewery, Built by the Bernal Family 


There are few people at Hunter’s Point whose curiosity 
has not been aroused by the towered graystone English cas- 
tle on the brow of Harbor Slope. A replica of a Normandy 
castle, with the feeling of ages upon its hand-built stone 
walls, the castle has whispered to the imagination of those 


passing by to the Navy Yard 


It_has fired the curiosity of 


soldiers, sailors and marines who have come to our shores 


from far places. 

Others have ventured beyond the 
propriety of mere curiosity, and 
have suddenly found themselves in 
a well cared for garden, abundant 


with flowers, growing vegetables, 
and fruit trees, and know thereby 
that the castle has a king. More 
daring invaders have entered 
through unlatched doors, and found 
themselves in a well equipped kit- 
chen, with the smell of a savory 
dinner’ roast coming from the oven. 
And they know that the castle has 
a queen. 

But no one knows who the king 
is, nor that he works beside the 
thousands of Navy Yard workers 


who have been called here from |p 


east and west and north and south. 
Nor do they know that he. is 
nearly as famous as the beautiful 
castle which is his home. 
Adrien Voisin, internationally 
known French sculptor and winner 


of the Diploma of Honor for exhi- || 


bitions in Paris—artist, poet -and 
master builder, world traveler and 
visionary—is the king who lives in 
the grey stone English castle atop 
the hills of Hunter’s Point. 

Voisin, who was born in New 
York, has won fame both in the 
United States and abroad. His 
sculptured bronzes which have a 
life-like quality in expression and 
texture, have been exhibited in five 
galleries in New York, in Newport, 
Rhode Island; Oregon, California, 
and in several European countries, 
including Paris, where he was 
awarded the Diploma of Honor. 

Vachel Lindsy the poet, governors, 
diplomats, and educational leaders 
have heen subjects for his bronze 
portraits. For years he worked 
among the Montana Blackfeet In- 
dian tribes, producing some of the 
outstanding work of his career. His 
Indian heads have been acclaimed 
by the Smithsonian Institute and 
in Paris galleries, where they were 


exhibited in bronze for the first 


time. ¢ 
Voisin studied at the Beaux Arts 
in Paris and spent many years 
traveling and working in Rome, 
Vienna, and London. He is a vet- 
eran of World War I, where he act- 


ed as French interpreter for the’ 
U.S. Army. In San Francisco he’ 


was commissioned to make the 
bronze animal trophies for the 
Golden Gate Exposition in 1939, His 
animal exhibits include bronzes of 
champion Belgian stallions and 
prize winning canines. Some of 
Voisin’s work is now in the perm- 
anent collection at Gump’s, prom- 
inent art shop in San Francisco. 
Marilyn Gump, young daughter of 
Robert Gump, was one of his por- 
trait subjects here. 

The story of the castle in which 
Voisin has lived since 1938 is inter- 
woven with the sculptor’s life and 
his dreams. 

“Tf you dream something long 
enough, and wish for it, it comes 
true,” says Voisin. The castle was 
one of the things he had dreamed 
about for years. During his travels 
in Europe, he painted famous old 
castles. in France, England and Ita- 
ly. During these years his life was 
spent in collecting the things that 
he would some day put in his own 
eastle. Today, this rich collection 
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ADRIEN VOISIN 


‘of treasures lies in the unfinished 
rooms of the castle. Among them 
are the parts of a stone arched 
doorway, which Voisin found in 
England many years ago. To the 
fraction of an inch it fits perfect- 
ly into the doorway space of the 
‘entrance to the castle: 

The castle, which the Voisins 
found and bought in 1938 has been 
standing here since 1860, when it 
was built by the Bernal family who 
owned .the entire Hunter’s Point 
grant. The workmanship of the 
stone masonry in the four-feet 


.| thick walls is the finest ever seen, 


either here or abroad. The castle, 


which is a monument to the purity’ 


of line and form of English Nor- 
mandy architecture, was built by 
stone masons from Cornwall, Eng- 
land, and became the-first ale and 
porter brewery in San Francisco— 
the Albion Ale and Porter Brew- 
ery. The site on the hill was chos- 
en because of the natural under- 
ground caves beneath the castle 
where ale could be aged. The brew- 
ery was producing in 1865. Out- 
wardly a Structure of arresting 
beauty, inside the five storied brew- 
ery was designed .with all neces- 
Sary equipment and vats for the 
production of fine ale. From the 
towers, vats were lowered through 
a series of trap doors down five 
stories, and into the bowels of the 
earth where the ale was left to age. 

Prohibition closed down the fam- 
Ous brewety, and the castle went 
through various hands of owner- 
ship, among them a spring water 
bottling company which had dis- 
covered a natural running spring 
beneath the castle. 


For years the castle with its un- 
derground caves and spring, re- 


mained uninhabited. A lonely, grim 
figure on top of a hill taken over 
by grazing cattle and sheep. Art- 
ists, writers, and business interests 
tried to buy the property for twen- 
ty years, but the owners refused to 
sell. 

In 1938 Adrien Voisin came upon 
the castle during a visit to San 
Francisco. By that time most of its 
inner walls had been destroyed by 


ruthless vandals*and there was an 
air of neglect and decay surround- 
ing it. The sculptor recognized the 
fine work which had been put into 
the structure; and wanted to pre- 
serve its beauty and workmanship, 
and replace what had been destroy- 
ed. He convinced the owner, who 
herself was an artist, and the cas- 
tle became his. 


When the war broke out, -five 


livable rooms were completed in the 


castle, but unavailability of mater- 
ials stopped the continuation of 
plans for the two studios and the 
wide living room which will run the 
full length of the castle, fully en- 
closed by glass windows looking 
out upon the Bay. Work had to be 
stopped on the outer walls also, and 
the scaffolds still encase the castle 
until the time comes when the work 
can be resumed. 

With the war, the grazing fields 
which had once been the haunt of 
cowherders, now became dotted 
with buildings, line upon line, hous- 
ing war workers. Hunter’s Point 
grew up in Voitsin’s 
Harbor Slope dormitories fence off 
his property.

the past and the present stand side 
by side. 

With the war, Voisin also laid 
down his own work, and joined the 
army of workers who each day pass 
his castle to the Navy Yard, In an 
obscure. post, unknown, he is serv- 
ing in the way he knows best dur- 
ing this interlude of world chaos. 

During the few spare hours away 
from work he spends his time in 
his garden to which he and Mrs. 
Viosin, also an artist, have brought 
in a wealth of plants and éxotic 
flowers Strawberries grow profus- 
ely, and the rare pasion fruit plant 
clambers freely along the fence. In 
an area of less than five feet square 
is a miniature orchard of five var- 
ieties of fruit trees.

Wins Award 


Primo Maffei, Shopp I chipper 
and.caulker, and general -“Jack of 
All Trades”, is nominated as the 
Hunter’s Point Idea Man of the 
Week by the War Production Com- 
mittee. : 


Primo has the distinction of being 
the first employee on the yard to 
win two awards for inventions in 
one day. He won $75 for devising 
a pneumatic shear operated by air 
pressure for use in the cutting of 
rivets to any desired length. This 
invention saves an estimated ten 
man days per month. 


He won the $25 award for devis- 
ing a pneumatic shear to remove 
the backing strips from welder’s 
test plates. The shear is operated 
by a foot pedal and will cut the 
backing strip off in less than a 
minute. 


Tools are Primo’s job and _ his 
hobby. At his own work bench in 
the Shipfitter’s Shop he takes care 
of all shop equipment. 

“When I finish my work,” says 
Primo,” I try to think of some new 
and easier way of doing a job. I’ve 
devised all kinds of gadgets in my 
time, some of them are good, some 
aren’t-so good. When I get one that 
works, it gives me a real feeling of 
satisfaction.” 

Primo doesn’t have much chance 
to forget about his job when he 
goes home. He has quite a work 
bench rigged up in the basement. 
Here he completes many of the 
ideas that he thought up at work 
and does odd jobs around the 
house that Mrs. Maffei thinks up 
for him during-the day. But good 
natured, Primo doesn’t mind a bit. 
It’s his work and he loves it. 

Primo’s boss, Quarterman Ernest 
Roberts says, “It’s men like Maffei, 
always thinking of a better and 
quicker way to get things done, 
who makes it impossible for Amer- 
ica to lose the war. I wouldn’t mind 
having a couple of dozen more men 
like Primo working for me.”
